ROUTE OF MARCH. 
The heed of the column, led by General Humphrey, 
eommanding the Second corps, moved down the Vaughn 
oad, and {t soon became ovident that Hatcher's run, 
which, on account of previous aifalra at that point, had 
Decome very familiar to the troops, was the immodlate 
point of destination. Arrived at tho picket line, a bat- 
tallon of tho Third Penuaylvania cavalry, under com- 
eeand of Major Frank Hess, joined tho column and took 
the advance. Tho rebel pfokets were coon met and 
riven in without loss, but few shots being exchanged.

Last evening came oniers for the corps to move at 
@aylight this morning. Is was pot generally known, 
what tho moyemoat was to be, the direction we wore to 
take, or the object eougbt te be accomplished Am in- 
comprehensible brevity shrouded the erdara They 
Slated this apd nothitg moro—That General Ayrea! divi- 
sion would take the load; Genera) Gritfin’a division fol- 
Jow next and Geooral Crawford's division come last; 
that accompanying tbe infantry would bo a certain nym- 
ber of batteries; that ambulances and the ammanition 
trajo would bring up the rear; that all were to havo four 
daye’ rations on their persons, and that bebind would 
bo left only enough to guard the camp As 
there most alwaye 1s delay, so on {bia oocasion 
Wt was a Jittlo after (ho appoluted time before the column 
got io motion. The morning was delightfully clear, there 
Wes nothing of the sbarpaess of winter in the alr, though 
tho roads wore bard and solid, and in mapy placea a 
eloud of dust traced the devious direction of the moving 
column. Itscemed more like the commencement of a 
‘spring campalgn tban a midwinter march. I have never 
fen the troopa in better spirits, and that, too, notwith- 
standing the abaodooment of their comfortable log houscs 
‘anu the prospect before them of possibly unintermitting 
marches, unyarying privations, hardships and exposures, 
and assurance doubly sure of tho impossibility to move 
far in any direclon without encountering ap obstinate, 
Jmplacablo and unyielding foo. 

TU KXPEUITIONART YORCE—MAJON GENERAL WARREN COM: 
MAKDING, 

We bad not gone far beforo it became evident that o 
cousldprable expeditionary force comprised tho entire 
moving party, Boldly pushing tholr way to the south of 
us were regiments of cavalry, while portions of the 
Becond corps were taking the Vaughn road on our right 
Our coaree lay along the Halsfax road. The wholo ox- 
pedition, {t vow bocamo evident further, was ander com- 
mand of Major Gouersl Warren. Many began hero to 
surmise the destination and ‘object of the expedition, 
The developmonts thus far haxe thrown no certain ight 
on theso two pointe; and if they had it would be contra- 
band) 16 ‘mako them known. Those who do know the 
object—and they are very few—feel confident of ita eue- 
ceesfal accompliabinient, 

YARST RMCOUNTRR OF TI ONT. 

Bix miles’ advaneo from onr old camp brought tho head 
ef our column to Rowanltz creek, about twenty feet 
wide. Across H were visible the enemy's videltee The 
old bridge epanning it had been destroyed, and {t was too 
dcop to be forded. Two trees were felled across the 
stream, and with boughs laid crosswies a temporary 
bridgo was partially constructed. 

CHARON OF GWYN’8 HRIGADE ! 

Brovet Brigadier General Gwyn’s brigade, the Third of 
the Second division, which led the advance, charged over 
this bridge. And {t was a charge most splendidly and 
rallantly made. Tho opposito bank was steep, a 
Delt of woods behind the edge of the creek, ride pits 
looked frowniugly from the height, and from behind 
them camo tho abarp crack of musketry. Unheeding 
theso obstacles, and not knowing the force in readinces to 
oppose them, General Gwyn’a men pushod boldly aorosa 
this bridge, up the boight Into tho ride pits and woods 
beyond They kiHed several of the enemy, captured 
twenty-two pritoners and lost bat one killed and come 
half dozen wounded. ‘Tho captured rebels bolong to the 
Sixteenth North Carolina regiment I haye not been able 
yeb to obtain the names of our killed and wownded.

THE PRESS DESPATCH.

‘Tho Army of the Potomac is once more in motion, and 
ero this despatch reaches yeu the objects intended to be 
accomplished will have boon not only developed, but the 
degree of success resulting will also no doubt be known 
by that timo. 

‘At three o’elock this morning the Fifth corps, pre 
coded by Grega’s cavalry, started on tho rond Wo Ream'a 
station. 

No force of the enemy was met on the route, but the 
roads at vanous porta wero picketed by cavalry, all of 
whom retreated as the columo advanced 

About noon tho column resched Rowanltz creek, over 
which a bridgo of considerable length bad to be con- 
onstructed, occupying several hours. 

Aboot threo P, M. the Third Ponnrylyania cavalry, under 
Major Tees, wore sent out to make connection between 
them and the Second corps, the Becond and Third divi 
sions of which had gone ont on the Vaughn road aa far 
us Hatcher's ran, to demonstrate in that diroction. 

On reaching the ran, the First brigade of the Third di. 
vision, of the Second corps, charged aud took tho lino #f 
rife pits ou the west ride, losing buta fow mon. They 
advanced aboot o mile acrosa the run, driving thy

Our men wero all ready for therm, and as thoy 
charged In handsome style across the open Meld they 
received such a galling fre as to cause them to fall back 
fn disorder, leaving many dead and wounded on the Seid. 

After repeating the attempt to dislodge our men, and 
falllog each time, a rebel forca wae sent round to turn 
the right fank of tho division Colonél Marpby, of the 
Sixty-ninth New York, commanding the Second brigade, 
Was posted here, with bis right resting on a swamp, acd 
was fully prepared for such amovemect Hero, again, 
the rebels ‘suffered severe Joss, as they atlempted to 
break our line. They wero Gnally forced to give lt up, 
and soon afler dark Oring ceased, the febels falling back 
to thelr works.

Tho object which they 
Proposed to themselves was tho culilration of vocal 
music by stodying and publicly performing eelect plcoes 
of well kuown composers, and thereby oxerclaing a bonc- 
ficial influence apon social life onerally. Like the poot, 
they belloved that ho who {a incapablo of enjoying ma. 
ical eonsations “is Ot for treasons, stratagems and 
jpalla’’—s doctrine which seems to have beon 
adopted to some extent by Burney, the Ao- 
complished author of the history of music, who 
writes that ‘though there may be no particular 
connection betwoon corrsctness of car and rectitade of 
mind, yet without the least byperbulo, it may be said 
that, exeris paribu, the man who |s capable of being 
AMfocted by awect sounds is a being more perfectly organ- 
nad than hs who |s insenaible to or offended by thom."
